I wo Indepciulence Day stand oul 
111 my memory. One was in a year of 
the (lini cightie.s when lannon er.'iikers 
Inst came into use, and we bh'W up 
soap boxes and blastfd vast mounds of 
nuid with unfornelable delight. The 
iiihcr was in IVIH in the bitterest days 
- ihe war, when British and .Ameri- 
i.ois united in Westminster Hall, 
across from the .Abbey, to celebrate 
their separation one hundred and 
forty-two years before. 

After the meet inn, which w.is enuu)^li 
in itself to make the day memorable, 
there was a ba.seball Ramc between the 
army and the navy. One of the Lon- 
don newKpa[)ers hired an .American to 
rc'iMirt the n'lme, a circumstance that 
had frightful effects upon its readers, 
who understood just nothing after Ihe 
lust two Si'ntcnces. I remember al.so 
an excited s.iilor who shouted at the 
I" IV where King (Jeorge was silting: 
ly. King, them fellows never saw a 
If.cM'ball until they got into the armyl" 
But it was not the baseball game 
that made the day memorable' for me. 
1 was an 'imforlunate victim of cir- 
cumstance, having been invited, in <ic- 
fault of a better witness, to speak for 
the .\merican universities at the great 
celebration. What I said is of no im- 
jjorlance for this article, which is in- 
de»'d my first opportunity to comment 
U|x)n what one of the other s|K';ikers 
'iaid in a s|wech that deserves to be 
called to nn'nd on this later Inde|)en- 
ilenie Day when so many of the grcjit 
moments of the war and so many of 
the lessons we thought we had learned 
for good during the war ;ire growing 
dim. 

With one or two exceptions it was 
an illustrious company of si)oakers. 
V'iisount Hryce was one of them; 
Admiral .Sims was another; (leneral 
Bidille was another. The la.st speaker 
was Mr. Winston Churchill who now 
is .Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
lake many others I have often differ- 
ed with .Mr. {'hurchiH's |)olitics and 
have .sometimes regretted the results 
of his impetuous earnestness while 1 
admired the spirit of it. In his vir- 
tues and in Iris defects he has oftei> 
reminded me of iiur own Rtwisevelt. 
Hut f(ir what he said on that day I 
had only respint and cordial agree- 
ment, as did the r<?sl of his three thou- 
>^and listeners, and most of all, I 
ihought, the bands of i)lue~and-brown- 
clad wounded in the front rows. 

I shall not rejx'at or evt-n summar- 
i/.e his s|K'CH:h. The chief (xiint that 
iie made was a simjile one and was 
Mol,ible as coming from a man who 
believed in inishing the war to its hit- 
ler end. The Germans, he .stiid, need 
not fear the ruthle.ssness of conr]uest. 
We, their enemies, wye men .and had 
the pa.ssion for revenge that other men 
■'harcd; but, Ivnglish and .Nmeriians 
alike, we were bound by the principle 
I hat underlies the .American Declara- 
tion of Independence; we were com- 
mitted to the j)rinciplc (hat olie self- 
k'overning nation caimol ruthlessly do- 
niinate another by forte. However 
imperfectly thai i)rin( iple hiighl work 
"lit in practice, it was the way in 
which .Americans and Britishers 
Ihought of government; and in the 
long run we were Innrnd to apply it 
lo a concfuered nation, lurause it was 
our h.ibit. 

I tielieve the princii)le to be true, 
and Ihe (lermans believed it to be true. 
A month later I saw a copy of ,i (^ler- 
man newspai)er ju«t taken from a C'.er- 
nian pri*incrs; in it that [lyrt of Mr, 
''hin-chill's speVch was printed in full 
and without comment, I-'inthermore. 
in s|)iie of th<' many complexities (.tf 
Ihe i)cace treaty and the "grabbing" 
that has gone on since the armistice, 
We have acted According to our haljit ; 
l^ie right of.dermany to be a self- 
Koverning nation has never l)Pon tjues- 
• ioned. 

H.d)its are curious things. When 
they once get established whether in 
Kovernmenl or in manners or in w;ush- 
ing your face before breakfast, they 
«o (m like a iierpetual -motion machine 
■ind .ipparcntly lake care <tf them- 
I' MS. And then if there is no new 
iMi.h, no will from behind, they run 
down like a machine, the motion of 
which was not perp«'lual after all. 

H I were delivering one of those 
<ild fashioned Fourth of July oratiims 
lli.il followed the reading of the Decla- 
laliiin of Independence. I should not 
^jM-ak so long ;is Ihe old lime orators 
use<l to s|H'ak. 1 shouhl forego the 
•spread-eagle rhetoric all the talk 
iliout the greatness of our country and 
•he undying fame of our Revolution- 



ary ancestors, all the flattery that was 
intinded to make every boy sitting 
on the benches in the picnic park feel 
that merely by sitting there he had 
()ecome the greatest patriot in the 
greatest couivtry in the world. In- 
stciff I shoMid ask whether my au- 
dience really thought that winning Ihe 
Revolutionary War with the hclii of 
France was the on.l\' thing to be 
remembered on ^he day we celebrate. 
1 should try my best to make them 
feel th.at men both in .America and in 
Fngland were fighting then, some w-ilh 
guns .111(1 some with arguments, to en- 
forie the priiuiple that a country be- 
longs, not to rulers or lo-'-s[>eciaI 
grou|)s, but to its |)eo|)le. We made 
this country indeiicndeiU in the 
(nurse of a struggle that gave us a 
great inheritance; we also enforced the 
|irinciple of indPi>endence from 
lyranny, which since Ihosc^days h.ts 
been al least respected and in general 
recognized in all civilized inuntries. 

in .America il has become a habit 
to assume iHat the voters rule the 
country; and the laws say that they 
do rule il. It has beiome a habit to 
supivo.se tlial in international affairs we 
shall res|M^it the rights of other coun- 
tries to govern themselves. .\nd on 
Indeiiendence Hay wi; celebrate out 
spiritual ancestors and forget Ihat all 
they left us was a habit of mind.. 

N'ou, the new generation, ought to 
be warned Ihat it is time lo be think- 
ing what you are going to do to keep 
your own principle ol iiHicpendence. 
If it is only a habit, it -m.iy run down 
any day. I do not mean thai ICiigland 
is likely to try again to coiK|iier the 
Tnilecl .States. What I do mean is 
ih.it its Ihe richest and most [xiwerful 
nation in the Vk-orld we are sure to he 
in greater and greater danger of lx>ss- 
ing other n.ations. and that more and 
more individuals and groups of .\meri- 
cans will want to Ixiss us. 

^■our fathers had the ttibil ui ^uj)- 
posing that .America would always be 
self-governing and so dropiK'd out of 
iH(lil,ics in order lo earn money. 
The result is that most of our cities 
are run by bosses who are jusl as much 
desixits in their easy fashion as were 
Ihe princes of the old Kuro|K'an states. 
If you get the habit, and nothing else. 
'if supiKising that because your ances- 
tors made a country that could pre- 
serve its own freedom and rcsjM'ct the 
freedom of otheis, therefore the I'niled 
Stats will ((intinue lo be an hontst na- 
tion without your help, then you aiP 
making the siiine mistake the Romans 
made; they were certain that the Ro- 
man Kmpire would continue to be all- 
[Ktwerful because il had been all- 
[Kiwerful for so long, 

I believe that Mr. Churhill was 
right in 191H when he said that I'Jig- 
land !^nd .America were bound by their 
past to res|H'ct the }.>olitical rights of 
■\ (<)iu|iiered jxjople. But will .some 
other Winston (.'hurchill be able to 
s|)eak so conl'idenlly. let us say. in 
ly.^Si' .As far as .America is mncern- 
ed the answer depends uihui the new 
generation; it dejicnds on what you 
then think about your own rights, on 
how much you ' are willing to stand 
up for them, and on how much you 
res|KHt Ihe rights of other |X'oples. 

The rnit(Hl Stales was a child Mnlil 
the Civil War, and a youth until the 
(ireat War. Now suddenly il has 
grown up. .A boy is under his lather's 
influence: a girl is uiuier her mother's 
inlliience; and usually Ihe boy and the 
girl do wh.it their parents did before 
them. But once growl* up, they can 
no longer be sure of being iionest, 
courageous. hap(>y or miserable, mere- 
ly because their parents were any or 
all of those things before them; Ihey 
have lo m;i^e their own way. .So il 
is with us. I'.very l''ourth of July 
from now on indefinitely vv(> shall need 
a new Hedaration of Jndeiiendeiue 
from those who wish lo lx>ss \is and 
indc|>endence from the temptation to 
Ikiss others. .And the next signers 
must (ome from the new generations, 

,\n .American travelers in i'.ngland 
nowadays encounters everywhere signs 
of the .Americanization of (Jreat Bri- 
tain. The advertising in the nevvs- 
pa|>ers and in.iga/.ines is becoming 
,American iu'its methods; the cheain-r 
.lutomobiles either are -American ma- 
rhines or imitate American machliu\s; 
the" newer buildings in London 
are American in architecture. Those 
lliiences are already at work. ' Jt was 
not without reason thai John Drink - 
w.'iter's I'lnglish |»l;iy of .Aliraham Ian- 
coin had its great success in London; 
nor is it meruly [xililics thai made 
l.loyd CiiHJige (luole .American hi.slory 
so frequently in the Irish dispute. 



I''.ngland has become awjin- that our 
natural experience is a valuable lesson 
for her. The two countries have pro- 
gressed in so much the same way that, 
by comparing them, you can .see where 
each has gained aiifl each has lost. 
Now that Ireland is made inde|X'ndent 
on a dominion basis, it is not im 
probable that l)efore long Crcat Bri- 
tain may borrow our Federal system, 
and l-'aigland, Wales and Scotland, be 
given legislatures and .set up as stales 
like Kansas or New A'ork. 

On our part it seems to many el 
us ihat we Americans can borrow frcmi 
llie British the determined -indepen- 
dence that was once .so strong with 
us as it now is with them. For our 
indeiiendence has weakened. \\'e do 
not stand u|) for our rights as we used 
to do; we knuckle under to public 
opinion or to the new-spa^iers, or we 
knuckle under out of sheer laziness. 
On days like Inck'pendence Day we 
need lo do a linle thinking on what 
independence means and on how to 
keep it. In l.ul it would not a bad 
idea to read the Declaration of In- 
deixMice and then to tv.anslate, it, every- 
one for himself, into what it ougiu 
to mean for the world of 1922. Some 
of if is out of date, Init more is not. 
1 strongly suspected on that I^'ourth 
of July, 1918, that many .Americans 
in the audience were only vaguely 
aware of what those princii)Ies of in- 
dependence were that the Fiiglishinan, 
\\'inslon Churchill, described so con- 
I'ldrnllw CiUthv in V out It's Contpdn-

A little Over a year a>;o liic 
lUueati of Ivducatioii of the United 
.States Depaitmenl of the Interior 
iimdc a report on this subject. It 
Klive IIk: unpleas:int news that more 
than 3,000,OOU .children in the 
I'nited States have impaired' hear- 
ing;. This is a serious matter. 

I'robably the most common cause 
of deafness is catarrh. The coiii- 
luoii cold may develop intri catarrh. 
The inflainmatioii of the mucous 
membrane of the nose and throat 
extends up the passageways to the 
middle ear. 'I'l'.is prcjduces what is 
cnlled "niicldle ear deafness." 

There are other causes foi deafness 
liesidcs catarrh. Some persons have 
a tendency to over-secretion of the 
wax glands of the efir canal Then 
the wa.x ina\- aocuimilate in this canal 
and it must be removed by a doctor. 
This form of impaired hearing is 
called "external ear

Many a 
deaf child becomes retiring; and 
morose. He cannot hear his teacheror

with other children is difficnll . 
He docs not |)roKres^ in his school 
work. He lags in ! 

liets discouraged. 

When the slightest trace of deaf- 
ness is detected in a child, let the 
family doctor find out what is wrong 
with him physicallv. 

In some schocds. classes in lip 
reading for permanently deaf chil- 
dren have been started. This is 
really constructive work, and should 
he encouraged. For thousands of 
children, this will mean social and 
economic' adN'antage. - Later in life. 
li]>reading will enable the deaf 
perr^Mi to compete in the busines- 
iind professional world in mnkyig 
a liviiiic, as il now does in gaining 
an education. — Wo^liir ' "xtlii.

His hands "tell" the story of each 
player's fate, be he safe or be he out, 
and he carries a whistle that shrills 
"play ball" at the start of every half 
inning. 

He's erect, sun-browned, and with 
a grip in his handshake that makes 
you think of a man with a det^), 
Ixmming voice. Maybe it's because he 
can't hear the players let off .steam 
when they've been given the thumb 
over the shoulder on a cl(Kse play, that 
he's so imf)erturbal)le. 

But Jim Mulcahy knows his base- 
ball, and there are very few who can 
tell him anything alxuit the game. It 
has been a profession with him, first, 
last and always. 

AND UK COULD PI.AV 

"Dummy Jim" was quite a third 
baseman in his day, and his work with 
Klmira in the New Vork-Penn League 
and with Albany in the Ka.stern 
League gave the newspaper boys a 
chance to draw parallels to the cases 
of Dummy Hoy, who made good as an 
outfielder in the majors, and Dinnmy 
Taylor, the famous Giant pitcher. 

Later he played with the Cuban 
All-stars, being the only Iri.shman so 
honored. At the time Mulcahy was 
doing his third-basing for the gotxl 
senors, who do you sui)ix)se was pitch- 
ing? None other than Adolfo Lu(|ue, 
with Mike Gonzales as his battery 
male. 

Playing with Danbiiry in the New 
Vork and New Jersey League in 1913, 
Jim showed that the stories of his ex- 
ceptional six-ed on the bases weren't 
exaggerated by stealing second, 'third 
and home on three successive pitched 
balls. 

Jim has seen baseball from another 
angle 1(h), he has been ground keeix>r 
of several model parks in the minor 
leagues, the picturesque and well- 
groomed field at Binghamton, N. Y., 
reflecting especially, strongly to his 
credit.

Interviewing Dummy Jim isn't as 
easy a task as an in(|uiring re|X)rter 
might ch(M)se. He kc(>ps a little blue 
pad and a row of ixnuils in a handy 
(X)cket, but writer's cramps sets in 
before you get the whole story. 
That's where Jim shines, for he keeps 
on writing and sujiplies the missing 
links him.sclf.
